The application has been amended as follows: 

- Cancel claims 25-28. 

- Claim 1 - please add " stored in a computer readable medium " between the words 
"manual" and "comprising". 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Benjamin (Patent No. 6,438,535) discloses accessing information useful to the 
manufacture, repair and maintenance of a particular system using a relational database for 
including data representing the construction of assemblies and subassemblies. Benjamin does not 
teach a second view including information indicating a hierarchical relationship of the selected 
data structure with respect to other data structures; or generate a graphical user interface 
corresponding to any unit data structure. 
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And Ladd (Patent No. 5,864,480) teaches a computer-implemented system for 
developing product documentation capable of displaying a tree-structure representing an 
organization of projects. Ladd does not teach a product manual having a second view including 
information indicating a hierarchical relationship of a selected data structure with respect to other 
data structures. 

Neither of these references taken either alone or in combination discloses a method and 
device for displaying a product manual for a particular product having all the claimed features of 
applicant's instant invention, specifically including: a second view of the selected data structure 
displayed in a graphical user interface upon selection, the second view including information 
indicating a hierarchical relationship of the selected data structure with respect to other data 
structures. In addition, data from a defined unit data structure of an initial component can be used 
to generate a graphical user interface corresponding to the unit data structure and presenting 
user-selectable links to sub-component unit data structures; and other limitations related to these 
features in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. Also, 
there is no motivation to combine the Benjamin reference with the Ladd reference to meet these 
limitations. It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
